A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant.

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Continuation Sheet (PTOL-413) Application No. 09/540,524 

provided by applicant. The examiner applied the Japanese Higachi article to applicant's claims in the last office action, 
as best as the examiner could determine, using the Japanese document because at the time of the last office action an 
English translation was unavailable. The applicant's attorney requested an Interview with the examiner to discuss the 
English translation, prior to responding to the examiner's last office action. 

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: In the September 28th 2004 10am interview 3 main issues were 
discussed. 

1) The fact that the independent claims did not require the scanning of step a) to be performed in two dimensions, with 
the scanning of step b), including a second scanning in two dimensions, wherein one of the dimensional directions of 
scanning step b) correspond to one of the directional dimensions of step a). 

2) The fact that applicant has not provided a mathamatical / specific definition for the term "hill climbing" and has not 
clarified that "hill climbing" as defined by applicant is defined as the determining of where the "maxima" within a matrix 
before the data drops to lower values occur. Applicant was asked to include a reference or proper definition for the 
term "hill climbing" to the examiner, with the understanding that unless applicant clarifies his position that the examiner 
must interpret "hill climbing" with its broadest interpretation, including the interpretation that any increasing series of 
data, is effectively a "hill climbing" series of data, regardless of whether the applied procedure uses linear, step-wise, 
exponential, parabolic, etc., data series functions. 

3) That the Higashi article concerns MIP (maximum intensity projection) which must be performed with respect to an 
angle, while applicant's technique uses step c) solve for the actual values of the isotropic, high resolution, three- 
dimensional images in image space, (i.e. the actual three-dimensional image space matrix values). The examiner 
notes that according to applicant steps a) and b) concern raw data, while step c) concerns the transition from the raw 
data space, to the image space, and that step d) occurs within the image data space. 

The examiner was thanked for her time and assistance. Applicant indicated that a proper response to the last office 
action would be filed, and that formal drawings would also be filed. The applicant was made aware that the examiner 
will have to perform an updated search for any features amended by applicant. 
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
